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WHAT IS A SHADOW? 


E ARE TOLD by the Bible that sick persons 

W were healed when the shadow of Simon 

Peter passed over them (Acts 5:15, 16). Now 
this requires some consideration. What virtue is there 
in a shadow that it should heal? A shadow is nothing 
at all except the absence of sunlight. It consists only 
where something else is not. Paradoxically, its ex- 
istence depends upon what it is not; it is created 
only by the interruption of light. 

Yet we know that the shadow of Peter, when it 
passed over the afficted, caused healing. In reality, 
the sick were healed when Peter walked between them 
and the sun. 

For the answer we need not look to the shadow; it 
was nothing. We must look first to Peter and the in- 
fluence he had among those who knew him. That is 
the answer—influence. 

So great was the confidence of the people in this 


NOTHING NEW UNDER THE SUN 


HEN THE Preacher said, in Ecclesiastes 1:9, 

VY) there is nothing new under the sun, 

he gave rise to much discussion and de- 

bate. Is there actually nothing new in the world 
today? 

At first thought we might answer “Of course there 
is much that is new! Never before has the world 
been blessed with things such as....” 

But, think a minute! The preacher did not say 
that there were no new arrangements and composi- 
tions of old things, so that they appear to be new. He 
undoubtedly had reference to basic things. The atomic 
bomb might be termed new, but it is merely the 
harnessing and arrangement of elements and ma- 
terials that have been here since the world began. 
Space satellites are made and run by materials 
that have always have been in the earth; only the 
putting together of these materials seems to have 
made a new thing. There is not a tune or melody on 
earth, whether symphonic or swingtime, but .that is 
only a different arrangement of the same tones» 

Every new word is but a different arrangement of 
the same old letters that we have always known. 
For example, take the letters A, S, T, R. If four chil- 
dren were given blocks with these letters on them, 
they might very well use the same blocks to make dif- 


great man that they were healed even when he 
blocked the sunshine from beaming upon them. That 
is one of the greatest examples of faith and con- 
fidence I have ever known. 


Yet this confidence extends beyond the person of 
Peter to the Christ whom he served. The shadow, even 
though it was nothing in itself, fixed the faith of the 
sick ones upon Christ. That faith operated by means 
of their confidence in Peter. 


The same combination of faith in Christ and con- 
fidence in His servants will bring the same results to- 
day. Christ is the same. The need then is for men 
whose lives demand the confidence of the people, and 
for people who are willing to give it. The shadow 
was nothing. What mattered was the man who cast 
it; he was in touch with God on one side and the 
people on the other.

Even now the world largely is 
outside of Christ. The multitudes 
are taken away having never heard 
the voice of a missionary or the 
reading of the Scripture. They know 
not the blessings of giving, of visit- 
ing, of serving. They have never 
heard the blending voices of the 
sanctuary choir. They are as leaves 
withering on a dead tree or as dew 
drops in the morning sun. They are 
swallowed up as the dead forest by 
the fire and the tributaries by the 
great river. They are beyond! 

They are all under sin. The wrath 
of God is revealed against them. 
Those things that are necessary to 
know there is a God are manifest in 
them, because God has revealed it 
unto them through the things that 
He made. He has shown them His 
power and divinity, leaving them 
without excuse. 

They have changed the glory of 
the incorruptible God for the like- 
ness of an image of corruptible 
man, and of birds, and all kinds of 
beasts and creeping things. They 
worship and serve the creature in 
preference to the Creator. They did 
not choose their place of birth, they 
were born beyond the bells. 

“How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed?

I HAVE BEFORE me 
a picture of the world’s largest 
carillon which houses fifty-six bells. 
This great carillon is at Sewanee, 
Tennessee. Sewanee is located atop 
one of the higher mountains of 
East Tennessee. Its population is but 
a few hundred. However lofty its 
towers, the sound of the bells has 
never been heard in the great 
cities of Chattanooga, Nashville, 
and Knoxville. 


This is neither to boast of num- 
bers nor scorn the day of small 
things. But if that One, who dusted 
His sandals on Galilee’s banks and 
visited Legion’s Gadarenes, came 
walking our way, could we not 
imagine hearing Him say, “Hear 
ye the parable of the bells.” Wheth- 
er slapping bees or flying bombers, 
the battle is of the giants. The 
danger is the decoy: such as whales 
chasing sardines; or battleships 


fighting canoes; or rabbits fussing 
with tar babies. 





It is no great sin for one to be 
concerned with the immediate and 
the near, but Doctor Oswald Smith 
hit the matter squarely in the face 
when he said, “If God is interested 
in numbers, then He is more in- 
terested in Russia than He is in the 
United States. . . in India than He 
is in Russia. .. .” 


Some argue that God is neither 
interested in numbers nor in big 
churches. Was God interested in the 
50,000 people who lost their lives in 
India last year by snakes and man- 
eating tigers? And will He be in- 
terested in the 50,000 who will lose 
theirs this year and the next and 
the next? Are the snakes and tigers 
reaching more than we? Ask your- 
self, “Is God interested in num- 
bers?” Is God satisfied with people 
or churches that go year after year 
without adding ONE SOUL? 


What did the Lord tell the near- 
sighted servants who went into the 
streets and lanes of the cities and 
still could not fill His house? He 
sent them out again into the high- 
ways and hedges to compel them 
to come and enjoy His blessings. 

Clanism, groupism, and favorit- 
ism could not and cannot reach 
the masses for Christ. God di- 
vorced us from such evils through 
the cross and made us to sit TO- 
GETHER in the heavenlies. “It is 
not in our stars ... but in our- 
selves that we are underlings.” 
Prejudice and traditions have 
moved people far beyond the call 
of the bells. Pray God He will send 
someone to save us from ourselves 
that we might save others. 


Christians should go into all parts 
of the world—not on a business ad- 
venture, but with the message that 
will save souls. The greatest of all 
motives is LOVE! We are nothing 
without it! Jesus told us to love our 
neighbors as ourselves. Our neigh- 
bors are in India, Africa, and the 
jungles of Malaya. Nothing but the 
power of the gospel will save them. 
There will never be power in the 
gospel until they hear the gospel. 
They will never hear until someone 
goes to them; they are far, far be- 
yond the bells.

It is over this thinly populated 
area that the Church of God now 
has twenty organized churches. 
This is a gain over the previous 
assembly year. The new churches 
organized are located in Carlsbad 
and Bayard. 

Although we had one strong 
church in operation in Carlsbad, it 
was my happy privilege on Decem- 
ber 31, 1958, to receive into our fel- 
lowship the Full Gospel Church of 
God together with its pastor and 
founder, the Reverend H. M. Drake. 
Their church property, valued at 
$35,000 and debt free, included four 
nice lots together with a beautiful 
church edifice, and a Sunday 
School annex consisting of six Sun- 
day School rooms and office. These 
were all deeded to the Church of 
God. 

Since the organization of this 
new church, it has made a steady 
increase in all departments, becom- 
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ing one of the leading churches in 

ithes, offerings, Sunday School 
and Y.P.E. attendance. Their aver- 
age in Sunday attendance for the 
past month was 125. 

The other new church, which is 
located in Bayard, was organized 
in January of this year. We have 
a valuable piece of property includ- 
ing a fine church building and a 
furnished parsonage. This church 
is progressing well under the lead- 
ership of Rev. Ivan Sharp. 

Since the last General Assembly, 
we have purchased a very suitable 
piece of property in Farmington 
where we have erected a Sunday 
School plant consisting of an audi- 
torium which will seat at least one 
hundred persons, six Sunday School 
rooms, a furnace room, and two 
rest rooms. The plant has a cen- 
tralized heating unit. The church 
pastored by our State Youth Di- 
rector, Reverend Gil Palmer, is do- 
ing well. 

Many major improvements have 
been made to some of our church- 
es and parsonages including Clovis, 
Hobbs, Carlsbad (Fox and Walnut), 
Roswell, Albuquerque, and Las 
Cruces. The Clovis Church and par- 
sonage, under the leadership of 
Reverend F. H. Dance, have been 
remodeled in the amount of $3,500. 


Plans are now being made for 
the future expansion of the Church 
of God in Albuquerque. We are 
negotiating to purchase some land 
for a second church site in this 
great metropolis. The church which 
was completed two years ago has 
shown a steady increase, and we 
are looking forward to the Church 
of God becoming one of the leading 
Pentecostal groups in the city. 


In comparing our check-up 
sheets for the past nineteen months 
with those of the same period in 
the last General Assembly calendar, 
we found gains evident in mem- 
bership, conversions, number sanc- 
tified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, tithes, aged ministers and 
Church of God Home for Children’s 
offerings. 

Observing our accomplishments, 
we are most grateful, first to God, 
and next to the faithful ministers 
and laity of the Church of God 


who labor in “The Land of En-

O SERVE AS state overseer 

of Washington and Oregon 

for these past four years has 
been one of the most rewarding ex- 
periences of my ministerial career. 
We have some of the finest men 
working in the Pacific Northwest 
that you will find in our organiza- 
tion. Our churches have been rela- 
tively small, but these men are 
Surging forward, making our 
churches grow in numbers, as well 
as finance. We have the following 
visible report, though we realize 
many achievements have been 
made that only eternity will reveal. 

The State of Oregon reports for 
the past twenty-three months that 
4 new churches have been or- 
ganized. We have purchased, or 
built, in the last 4 years, 9 church 
buildings, 4 parsonages, and 1 
building lot. We have organized 4 
new Sunday Schools and 5 new 
Y.P.E.’s. We have had 325 persons 
converted, 103 sanctified, 74 filled 
with the Holy Ghost, 34 baptized 
in water and 108 added to the 
church. 

In Washington for the same pe- 
riod of time, we organized 4 
churches. We have bought or built 
9 churches, 8 parsonages, and 2 
building lots. This gives us a total 
of 35 churches in Washington and 
Oregon, 17 of which have been or- 
ganized since 1956. We have a total 
of 18 church buildings, 12 parson- 
ages, plus 3 lots that have been 
purchased, one for a new church 
building and 2 for new parsonages. 
In the past 23 months we have or- 
ganized 2 new Sunday Schools and 
1 new Y.P.E. In Washington we 
have had 565 persons converted, 
277 sanctified, 190 received the 
Holy Ghost, 141 baptized in water, 
and 237 united with the church. 

We have been in quite an ex- 
tensive program of building on our 
166-acre campground. We have 
modernized our boys’ dormitory, 
built a new snack bar, repainted 
the Overseer’s house inside, built 
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2 new cabins, including one du- 
plex cabin, installed a 25,000-gallon 
water tank, and extended the wa- 
ter line to a number of private 
cabins. We have put siding on and 
painted 4 of the state cabins. 
We have built 5 private-owned 
cabins, making a total of 17 state- 
owned cabins and 11 private- 
owned cabins, with 2 large dor- 
mitories. Our snack bar and log 
cabin dining room are among the 
nicest that you will find on any 
campground. The dining room and 
kitchen were built under Brother 
D. G. Homner’s administration. 


This year’s youth camp and 
camp meeting were great success- 
es. Brother Leo E. Smith was our 
youth director, and Brother B. L. 
Olds was our youth camp evange- 
list. There were 21 saved, 13 sanc- 
tified, 13 filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and 23 were baptized in water in 
our camp. Brother Danny Drake 
was both the morning Bible teach- 
er and the evening speaker at the 
camp meeting. There were 30 saved, 
30 sanctified, and 30 were filled 
with the Holy Ghost during camp 
meeting. 


Our missions offering excelled 
any figure that we had raised 
previously. The pastors brought 
from their churches $6,838.08, the 
floor offering was $755.51 in cash, 
making a total of $7,593.59, an in- 
crease Of $3,445.69 over last year. 
Along with the cash offering there 
was $714.50 in pledges to be paid 
in thirty days, with $2,616.00 in 
pledges to be paid in 12 months. 
This made a total of $10,924.09 for 
this year’s missions offering. This, 
of course, represents the greatest 
missions see ever received in 
any camp meeting in these two 
States. We have a pet saying among 
our ministers out here, “We are in 
this thing together.” 

We humbly bow our heads and 
hearts to God for His Son Jesus, 
who made these things possible.
